Accordingly there are plans for launching a pro- 
paganda campaign among the personnel of the Industrial police and the British 
labor units with a view toward persuading 3ona of the members of these units to 
flee to the Soviet Zone. Through connections of the FDGB with the Communist- 
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controllcd i’renoh'Confcderation C^ralc da Travail" (CGT) similar attempts 
are to be made to induce French soldiers to flee to the Soviet Sons of Germany, 


‘■onzig suggested a budget of 2.5 million bast for the procossirr: camps at 
hardenborn and Tartha. This sum is to cover the expmaos for the care' of re- 
fugees, compensation for the requisitioned buildings the establishment of a 
rejugoe of free in Lagdeburg and the creation of. a special department in the 
Information Office ttiich is to be charged olth refugee problems.
